WAsniNOTON, Oct 2, Had all of the mem-

bers of the House been turned Into the Senate
to-da- y the chamber of tbe latter body would not
have been filled. While the journal of the
Senate was being read this morning the ocly
Senators present were Messrs. Chandler, Hale,
Stockbridge, Sawyer, Davis, Blair and Paddock,
Republicans; and Eeagan, Call, Saulsbury,
Berry, Jones of Arkansas and Wilson of Mary-
land, Democrats. Later General Hawley strolled
in, and Mr. Teller followed. After a while Mr.
Spooner ambled on tbe floor; then, during the
morning hour, Cullom, Sherman and Cockrell
entered the chamber. Scarcely at any time
dnrlog the day were there more tban fifteen or
sixteen Senators present, while in the House
there were only thirty-fiv- e or forty members in
their seats. No business of any eoosequence
can be transacted. No bills, exceDt for pen-
sions, and no memorials or resolution were
offered. The whole Capitol is almost entirely
deserted, and there i a quietude everywhere
that is strongly remindful of the impending
campaign.

REPUBLICAN TARIFF BILL.

The Measure TVlll Be Made Publio To-D- ay

The Coming Congressional Recess.
Special te tbe Indianapolis Jnrna.

Washington, Oct 2. There Is rery little
doubt that the Republican substitute for the
Mills tariff bill prepared by the Senate commit-
tee on finance will be made public and published
by tbe press of the country within the next
twenty-fou- r hours. This morning Senators
Harris aod Vance, the Democratic members of
the committee on finance, who represent the
minority, received from Senator Beer, who is at
Fortress Monroe, the draft of the minority
against the Republican tariff bill. ; Senator Beck
requests that in the event bis colleagues on the
committee do not wish to accept this report, that
it should go to the Senate as representing his
views, with the other reports, at the time the
whole matter is made public. Messrs. Harris
and Vance were locked up in a committee room
all day, going over the manuscript of
Mr. Beck, and it is cot known
to-nig- ht to jost what extent the views
of Mr. Beck will be used in the preparation of
what will be the minority report proper. As
stated in these dispatcher, last nght, the tariff
bill and the tnajoiitr report which will go with
it have been rtidy for the publio several days,
and ocly the xepor? to b submitted by the
Democrats als aw'.tud. Late tbis afternoon
work was begun upon an abstract of the Re-
publican bill, which is to be officially given to
th press to-morr- afternoon. This work re-
quires a great deal of skill, inasmuch a the bill
Is in almost incomprehensible form. Ths pres-
ent law must also be consulted closely in the
compilation of an intelligent description of the
bill. It is intended tbet the measure shall be
given to the public on- - cue day aod tbe
majority and minority reports on the suc
ceeding day, there being too much of
them all to receive full publication
on one day. Republican members of the com-
mittee on finance say tbe debate upon tbe bill
will commence the latter part of this or the
first of cext week, snd that it is to be poshed
ahead as rapidly as possible.

Tnere was a good deal of talk among the
Democrats in tbe House, to-da- y, however, about
a recess of Congress. The Democrats members
of tbe committee on way and mean who are
now in the city favor the adoption of a concur-
rent resolution within the next ten days, pro-
viding for a recess till anout the middle of No-
vember, and it is cot improbable that before the
debate has proceeded in tbe Senate on tbe tariff
bill more than a week, Congress will take a re-
cess over the election.

THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS.

Experts In Yellow Fever The Proposed In-

dustrial Home In Utah.
Washington, Oet 2. The Senate joint reso-

lution authorizing the Secretary of War to ad-

mit for instructions at the Military Academy at
West Point Henry Lecomte, of Switzerland
(no expense to be caused to the United States
thereby), was reported from the committee on
military affairs and passed.

The resolution offered by Mr. Call, on Sept.
27, instructing the committee on epidemic
diseases to consider and report before the ad-

journment of this session, additional legislation
to prevent the importation of contagious or in-

fectious diseases from foreign countries on the
coasts and boundaries of the United States, was
taken up, and Mr. Call spoke on it.

Mr. Pasco offered an amendment directing the
committee to inquire further into the Introduc-

tion of yellow fever into Florida and other
States during the present year. In tbe course
cf bis remarks Mr. Call read a letter from Dr.
Reed snggesting spirits of ammonia as a
method of cure and prevention, and recom-
mending that some action be taken to test that
method.

Mr. Call I have introduced a joint resolution
asking the President of the United States to
convene the Academy of Sciences-- Mr.

Mr. Blair These are cot citizens of the United
States. How could the President convene
them?

Mr. Call He could only request them te at-
tend.

Mr. Blair I know a doctor in New Hampshire
who wonld find out more about it tban all of
them. You might summon him before the Sen
ate committee.

Mr. Call I have no objection. I have no
doubt that he is a very learned man, bnt learn
ing is cot confined to aoy particular limits. I

There was a crest difficulty in the United States
government assuming to enforce Quarantine
laws in the States, The city cf New York, for
instance, wonld never consent to have a federal
commission go there and take charge of such an
epidemic as small-pox- . cholera or yellow fever.
There were eight States In the South which bad
been heretofore subjected to th ravages of the
yellow fever. His proposition was that each of
these States should vote $100,000. making a luoa
of 5300,000; that the Governor of each of those
States sbonld appoint a commissioner; that that
board should select a president and form a joint
commission of men selected for their reliability
and skill, and that this commission should have
access to the fend, and use any part or it
whenever the yellow tever mignt appear. There
would be no difficulty, he said, in Congress, by
virtue of its interest in the mails, interstate
commerce and international commerce, voting a
subvention to the commission.

After further discussion the resolution and
amendment were referred to the committee on
epidemie diseases.

Ihe conference report on the deficiency bill
was reported by Mr. Hale and explained by him.
The larger portion of the disagreeing votes bad,
he said, been arranged by the conferees. There
were four matters on which an agreement had
not been reached. One was the item to pay the
widow of Chief-justic- e Weite the balance of the
year's salary, tbe House conferees insisting tbat
there was no precedent for lL Another was tbe
item to pay the year's salary of an internal rev-
enue oScer who remained at his post in Florida
and died there of yllow fever. Another wae the
proposition to extend the laws to "No Mac's
Land," and another was the appropriation for
the Industrial Christian Home ot Utah Terri-
tory. Mr. Hale proceeded to state the argu-
ments on behalf of this latter item. The asso-
ciation waa regularly organized and composed of
many of the leading business men of Salt Lake
City. Its purpose was to relieve, pro-
tect and caro for dependent women
and children seeking to eseap
from polygamous relations. The
scheme had excited the profound hostility of the
Mormon Church and its leaders, who saw in it
great peril to their institution. But so numer-
ous were the applicants for relief that the bene-
factions received were entirely inadequate; tbe
application for aid bad been made to Congress,
and in the deficiency bill of 1885 the Senate had
inserted an item for 140,000 in aid of the object
of the association. That Item remained in the
bill, and thes Congress embarked in tbe work
acd declared that a home should be created and
maintained in Utah for the benefit of women and
their dependent children who should renounce
polygamy. Difficulty bad ben thrown in the
way of the good work, however, by a narrow
coostrcetion given to tbe law by the Governor
of th Territory, to the effect tbat the first wife
was cot entitled to the advantages of th insti-
tution, in as much as she was net
a polygamous wife. Congress bad adopted
this Industrial Christian Home of Utah as its
agency in the good work. The work wa going
on. The association has gone forward and pur-
chased land and made contraets for tbe erection
of a permanent home. Without the appropria-
tion in the deficiency bill, voted by the Senate,
but resisted by the House, tbe work would be
turned aside and crippled. He admitted tbat
the sum proposed in the deficiency bill, tSO.000,
was large, bat --the work was a great one. He
could see in it, properly sustained by Congress
and properly managed and carried out more of
a menace to polygamy than anything that had
occurred in tbe years that Congress had beeo
endeavoring to deal with that great question.
The Mormon leaders perceived this, and bad set
themselves early and late against the amend-
ment. He complained that a branch of the
government cot tbe legislative,' had been soim-presse- d

by the opposition of tho Mormon Church,
that it vectured to set iteelf in the way marked
out by Coogress. Tbe House conferees would
not agree to the substantial parts of the propo-
sition in any respect They said that the sura
was too laree, and that tbey would cot agree to
any amount except on condition of the work on
the building being turned over to the Supervis-
ing Architect of the Treasury. He appealed to
tbe Senate to insist on the amendment:

Mr. Cockrell, one of tbe Senate conferees, stated
bis conviction that no influence of the Mormon
Church had been brought to besr in any shape
or form in the discussion of the question. The
principal eround of difference between the Sen-
ate conferees and the House conferees was that
the former wished to have the money expended
by a charitable institution, while tbs latter in-
sisted that tbe money should be placed in the
band of tbe Secretary of the Treasury.

I was for several
months with the celebrated Carmona,
in the city cf .Mextccv ana cocame
thoronghly convinced of tbe efficacy of bis pre
ventive theory. Later, at Panama, only a few
years ago, I vaccinated scores of people with
yeliow-fove- r virus, and have watched It action
and effect very closely. It was wholly successful
in preventing disease except in one or two In
stances.

He says he secures the virns from the blood
liquid in tbe intestines, or from tbe urine of
fever patients. The microbe, be says, is a veg-
etable and not an animal sobstaoce, aod cau
eaaily be detected In either of the fluids named.
He has the virus prepared on glass tablets, and
it needs only to be moistened and injected sub-cutaneoui- ly.

Dr. Kiernan, of Chicigo, Says ths Mnrders
Are the Work of a "c?exaal Pervert"

Chicago, Oct. 2. Dr. J. G. Kiercan, of this
city, a recognized medical authority and editor
of the Medical Standard, said to-da- y that the
Wbitecbapel murderer is

x
cannibal pure and

simple. The Doctor added: "The Wbitecbapel
morders are clearly the work of a lunatic
of the so-call- ed 'sexual pervert' type, fortunately
rare in Anglo-Saxo- n lands, but not infrequently
met with In Russia, Germany, Bohemia and
France. In these lunatics there is a return to
the animal passions of tbe lowest canabalistio
savage races. Cannibalism is. shown in
a thirst for blood, and these animal passions
eome to the surface when the checks imposed by
centuries of civilization are removed, either by
disease or by the defects inherited from degeu-erat- e

parents. The most noted of these
cases was that of Giles De Retz. the
original bloebeard of Louis XV, wbo slaugh-
tered 200 female children in the same way as the
Whitecbspel butcher. Tho mutilations were
very simple. A cumber of similar cases
are on record, in which the mur-
derer devoured tbe mutilated parts. It was
only a few years ago, in 18S3, that all West-
phalia, in Germanv. was roused by several mys-
terious murders of females, of the eatre type "as
those of Whitechapel. The vampirism of the
middle ages, extending down through tbe four-
teenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth snd
early eighteenth centuries, was a phase of this
form of Insanity. A to the remedy," continued
Dr. Kiernan, "shut up the harmless, logical
lunatic and release fewer of so-call- ed Vane'
men by lezal procedure from State insane hos-
pitals, and crime of all types by the insane will
cease. No lunatio should be at large nnless eome
reliable person is pecuniarily responsible for bis
acts. The 'philanthropists' .who release 'sane'
people from tbe insane hospital always decline
pecuniary responsibility. There are lunatics
now at large in Chicago, released a sane from
insane hospitals, wbo, under certain conditions,
are fully capablo of committing Whitechapel
murders.

Explosion and Los of Life.
Panama, Oct 2, A terrible explosion oc-

curred on board a large iron mud-carryi- os steam-
er, the No. 1 Chaloupe, in Aepinwall, Sept. 18.
The steamer had jost been repaired at the Pan
ama railroad shoD at Christopher Colon, and
stsrted on her trisl trip, having on board, in ad-
dition to her crew, Mr. Grover, the master me-
chanic of the Panama Railroad Company, and
Hugh Graham and Andrew Mclctire, the latter
having been captain of the American drege City
of Panama. On board there were eight souls
in all, counting six gentlemen and two laborers.
Suddenly the safety valve blw out, and al-
though every effort was made, theexplosion that
followed caused the loss of six lives, the

tbe vessel itself and that of another
steamer in the vicinity, whilst an iron lighter
near by was cnt in two as if by a knife.

The Traders Bank, of Chicago, Placed In a
Receiver HandsLiabilities, 31,000.000.
Chicago, Oct. 2, Hiram McCoaney was ap-

pointed receirer of tha Traders' Bank, corner of
Madisan and Lasaile street, this morning, by
Judge Shepard, under a petition filed by Thomas
P. Tollman, the eaabier. Mr. McCbesney gar
a boad for t5C0,00O and waa ordered to take
charge ol all the effects that belong to the bank,
r are held by it in trust. The news waa re-

ceived with a great deal of surpriie and floated
around with the nsnal awiftnesa of a rumor
among the lawyers, and canted more than one
to excuse himself from a case and hurry artfund
to protect clients who were the back's creditors.
The liabilities are on tha Teres of $1,000,000.
In bis petition for a receirer, Mr. Tollman says
that the bank, which is a private one, has
Jons a gfeneral back business: that Joseph
CL Butter has been president and the
petitioner cashier for ten years. The capital
stock is $200,000, divided ioto 2,000 shares, of
which Mr. Iiutter holds 1,500 and Mr. Tollman
600. There were no other shareholders. For
aix months, he says, Mr. Kutter, toe president,
has been ao invalid and incapable of attending
to the affairs of the back. He has gradually
grown worse, until cow be is dangerously ill
and wholly unable to even consider or consult

rith the cashier concerning the business, or the
management, or any of the details of the corpor-
ation's business. At present, he says, there is
no hope of the recovery or even the improve-pen- t

of Mr. Ratter. He is unconscious, and
naa been so for thirty hours. Up to the time of

is sickness Mr. Kutter was the active bead of
the bouse, but since his illness the management
baa been wholly on the hands of Mr. Toll-
man. In spite of his efforts, he
ays, he hs been unable to build up

the cosiness of the back, the liabilities continue
to exceed the assets, and unless immediate
eteps are taken to collect aud preserve the as-
sets, irreparable damage and loss will result to
both the creditors and shareholders of the bank.

Cashier Tollman, when asked about the mat-
ter, declared that the flurry in wheat bad noth-
ing whatever to do with the failure, which waa
due entirely to poor business aod Mr. Rutter a
illness. He said that if ail that is due the bank
can be collected the debts can be paid in full.
They art mostly to small depositors in this city
and in the farmme district aod towns of north-
ern Illinois, The back was originally organized
in Freeport, I1L. and waa subsequently removed
to tnia eitr. bringing its country trade with it.
It is organized under the State banking law. It
is not believed that the failure will affect any
other bank or individual of any considerable
financial standing.

LOSS Ol1 LIFE ON TUB LAKES.

Rescued from a Drifting' Barge and Drowned
When in Sijzh; of tho Shora.

Sanilac, Mich., Oct 2. There has been a ter
rible storm raging here since early last evening.
At 7 o'clock last night the life-savin- g crew from
Sand Beach started out, and at II p. ii. they
rescued a crew of sixmen'and one lady from the
barge St Clair. They were seen uearing this
place at 7 o'clock this morning, and everything
was made ready for their help. As the boat
passed the end of the dock the captain rounded
her np, to come np to the dock. Jut as he did
so a high breaker struck the boat, turning her
completely over. Every one expected her to
right again, but she failed to do sc. The entire
crew belonging to the boat reached shore, tow-
ing two of tho other crew with them. The re-
mainder, four men aud one woman, were
drowctHl sear the shore. The names of the lost
are:

Cant. C. H. Jones, of Bay City; nenry Ander-
son, of Australia; George MeFarlaud, of Cleve-
land; I orus Fertaw, of Day City; Julia Urea-wreat- h,

of Sebewaing. cook.
The rescued are: Maurice McKenna, of Bay

City; John Rose, of Detroit. The bodies of the
drowned have not been recovered.

The wind began to blow very hard from the
northwest, yesterday afternoon, and continued
with increasing violence during the night It
was one of the wildest nicrhts ever seen here at
this season of the year. The sea was running
mountain high. The steam barge Lowell, with
six in tow, attempted to make the harbor here
shortly before 9 o'elock last night, but her lines
parted, aod while she came safely inside, the six
barges wet adrift in the lake. The St Ciair,
loaded with coal, went to pieces aod drifted
ashore near Hock Falls, two miles down the
shore. The l:fe-savin- g crew went to her assist-
ance and succeeded in getting the crew of six
in eo and woman, the Utter the cook, Into the
life-bo- at The sea was rccoiog so high that the
life-bo- at was forced down the lake twenty-si- x

miles, and finally capsized near Fort Siuilae
dock, and the woman and four of the St Clair's
crew were drowred.

THE CHICAGO WHEAT CORNER.

The Ecard Continues to Exhibit Interesting
Features Else in the December Option.

Chicago, Oct. 2. The condition of things on
'Change is still very interetting. E&ch day has
its new feature. The excitement kept prises
bobbicg about, rnncicg high and low. Big
trader curbed their transaction for fear of
driving those with whom they have contracts to
the wall, and thereby losine their profits. After
the high prices of yesterday morning it Is
known that a big number of plnngers, with 10
or 15 cents profit in wheat on their books, wsre
selling. They tbouzht it safe to close thsir
deals and get their profits and put them in the
banks again. Bnt for this feeling prices might
have gone much higher yesterday, and the num-

ber cf failures become as great as in the
panio of 1SS7. Almost everybody on
the curb and on the street last night and early
this morning said things would be easier in
wheat to-da- y. As usual, everybody was mis-
taken. It was with diCculty that the official
reporter could get within one cent of the cor-
rect price on any future on any opening, so
ereat was the confusion in the pit. The event3
of tbe mornine make it look as thoueh there
would be no reaction of importance this week, if
at all. One reason for this is that buying orders
from the outside were in the bands of mauy
brokers this morning. The market acts as it
used to five years or more ago, when such
prices as prevail at present were a customary
thing. When the first prices were named
in the pit tbe "bears" seemed t lack nerve.
October flew up to $1.07, December to $1.03, and
May to $1.09, an advance of about .3 cents in
less than five minutes. Then price dropped
back I cent and again went up of a cent, and
for tbe rest of ths forenoon December bobbed
between f 1.06 and $1,072. Markets at New
York, Duluth and elsewhere were higher, and
the crowd were in a condition to accept any
sort of an advance on prices here on short
notice.

No failures were announced, though they
were expected. The report that the . Tradera
Bank was in tho hands of a receiver caused some
nervousness. It was not even stated on the
floor that the bank was connected in any
way with the speculators, but the nvere fact
that there was something the matter was suff-
icient to cause a great deal of talk. About mid-
day tbe flurry subsided for a time, and for half
an hour or more very little was done.

About 12:30 there was a little spasm, aud De-

cember wneat again jumped to $1.03. Many
thought this was another starter for another
greater bnlce, but the thin? was of short dura-
tion, Lud prices settled back a few fractions.
